Between the 24th 
and 25th, we repair'd fome Works, which the Ene- 
my had ruin’d. On the next Day, fome of the 
Enemy’s Magazines blew up ; and it's though: they 
were deltroy’d on Purpoie by fome of their Men, 
who are impatientof the Hardthips of the — 
Service. There happen’d nothing remarkable for 
two or three Days following. A Deterter, who 
came out of the Citadel on the 27th, fays, the Ga- 
tifon is brought to the utmoft Neceflity; That 
their Bread and Water are both very bad; and that 
they were reduc’d to eat Horfe-Fleth, The Manner 
of fighting in this Siege has difcover’d a Gallantry 
in our Men unknown to former Ages ; their meet- 
ing with adverfe Parties under Ground, where 
every Step is taken wiih Apprchentions of being 
blown up with Mines below .’em, or crufh’d by 
the Fall of the Earth above ‘em; aud all this acted 
in Darknefs, has fomething in it more horrid than 
ever is met with in any other Part of a Soldier’s 
Duty. However,this is perform’d with zrcat Chear- 
fulnefs. In other Parts of the War wc have alfo 

ood Profpecéts : Count Tzun has iaken Annecy, and 

e Count de Merci march’d into Franche Comte,while 
his Eleétoral Highnefs is snuch fuperior in Num- 
ber to Monfieur @’Harcourt ; fo that both on the 
Side of Savoy and Germany, we have Reafon to ex- 
pect very fuddenly fome great Event.
